Davis, of the United States Navy, has 
actully mounted a gun inside White 
head torpedo, so that the gun may fire a 
shot Into the hole made by the head of 
the Whitehead when the latter explodes 
in contact with the thin bottom pla! 
of the battleship. The idea is that at the 
moment of impas the gun is fired 
directly after the head of the torpedo 
strikes, and so the projectile from the 
gun, which 1s loaded with a high explo- 
sive, such as lyddite or melinite, goes 
through the bole the terpedo has made, 
having penetrated up to the engines, 
Lotlers or magazines, the shell explodes 
aud destroys all the surroundings, such 
as boilers and engines, and so effectu- 
ally eripples the ship; or if the shell 
explodes in the magazines then there 
a second and larger explosion cau: .
